Georgy Portnov and Sergei Slonimsky (a nephew of the Russian-American composer Nicolas 
Slonimsky) are notable modern Russian composers who work in Saint-Petersburg, Russia. They both 
are developing their folkloric styles based on Russian folk tunes, songs and dances, each in a different 
way. Portnov’s music reproduces the long-drawn, very tonal and melismatic Russian folk songs with 
its plagal harmonies. Mostly eclectic, Sergei Slonimsky has experimented with new forms of 
notations as well as with 12-tone techniques devised by Austrian composer Arnold Schoenberg.
